A Memorable Recital by Foldes 


Andor Foldes, the visiting 
Hungarian - American pianist, 
opened his first program in Hi- 
biya Hall on Saturday evening 
with four (not three) B’s: Bach 
as arranged by Busoni, Beetho- 
ven, and Bartok, in that order. 
After the intermission he add- 
ed Schumann, Debussy, and . 
Kodaly in a parade of music 
which clearly evidenced where 
his musical sympathies lie. 

The whole program was intel 
ligently designed to bring out 
this pianist’s great gifts in their 
most enjoyable light. He really 
seemed to revel in the music. 
For the listener each interpre 
tation had vitality and fresh- 
ness. How many times, for ex- 
ample, has one heard Bach- 
Busoni banged out of a piano 
for sheer melodramatic effect? 
On this occasion the eloquence 
was guided into an intimate and 
introspective manner of play- 
ing, with an unostentatious pre- 
sentation at the keyboard that 

did not need to call special at- 


ed this music to conjuring a 
genie out of the plano. 

Mr. Foldes played the Sonata 
brilliantly and incisively. He 
not only maintained the music's 
taut rhythmic figurations but 
also respected its every nuance.

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Economy ‘of Taiwan 
Continues to Flourish

I have been flying so constant- 
ly around the Japan-Korea-Tal- 
wan circuit lately that I feel 
somewhat like a seagull with- 
out a rock to call home. in 
Taiwan last week for the fourth 
time in a period of two months, 
and I am glad to report that the 
economy of the island is still 
flourishing. The current negoti- 
ations in Tokyo on next year’s 
Taiwan-Japan trade agreement 
is the major economic topic of 
interest in Taipei at the mo- 
ment. 

As has been in 
Japan, the trade negotiations 
from Taiwan are urging a trade 
volume for next year of $100 
million each way, while Japan 
is thinking of a volume about 
the same as this year’s $85 mil- 
lion one way. The difference 
between the two levels would 
about correspond to the differ- 
ence in thinking between the 
two countries on the amount of 
Taiwan rice, sugar and canned

US. Talks Open 
On Highway Loan 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Michl- 
zo Kishi, president of the Gov- 
ernment-backed Japan Highway 
Construction Co. opened preli- 
minary talks with World Bank 
officials Monday on a loan for 
the Nagoya-Kobe express high- 
way. 

Both Japanese and bank offi- 
cials said technical details have 
to be ironed out before negotia- 
tions can begin on a $30 to $40 
million loan for the project.

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The Dalai Lama 


The Dalai Lama’s revelations since his flight to India 
indicate the false character of the Red Chinese leaders’ con- 
tentions as to what has happened in Tibet. Their insistence 
that he must have been held under duress by the “rebels” is 
disproved and we are faced with what is apparently a typi- 
cal example of Communist mendacity. Peiping's attempt to 
show that the untruthfuiness is on the part of the Dalai 
Lama is also typical of communism—Communists have 
been proved time and again to take pleasure in attributing 
their own misdeeds to others as part of their propaganda 
or political strategy. The letters alleged to have passed be- 
tween the Dalai Lama and the Chinese military commander 
in Lhasa may be equally circumspect. 

The question of what is now likely to happen to the 


Dalai Lama is answered for the moment by his decision to 
proceed to Mussoorie, the beautiful Indian hill station in 


the north of Uttar Pradesh. 


It seems very unlikely that the Dalai Lama will be able 


to return 


y to his own country, and he may perhaps 


remain in India indefinitely—possibly until his country is 
freed from Red Chinese tyranny. Prospects for such free- 


dom cannot be called bright, 


for the Peiping Government 


has the military force at its disposal to crush the handful 
of Tibetan insurgent troops and no military aid from else- 


where can be 


despite the almost universal sym- 


expected 
pathy felt for Tibetan independence. 


As a religious leader, the Dalai Lama will be much ‘at 
home in India and, if he refrains from politics, as requested 
by the Indian Government, he may be expected to 
strengthen his religious importance in the eyes of Buddhists 
everywhere. He is not expected to embarrass the Indian 
Government by consenting to political intrigues on Indian 
soil and his entourage will be well advised to restrain them- 
selves in this respect. As a spiritual potentate, he will be 
given all honor and if he can return to his own country 
eventually, with his religious reputation enhanced, his 


temporal 


authority may be returned to him by the very 


men who are now paying homage to the Red tyrants in fear 


of their lives and property. 


It has been suggested in some quarters that the Dalai 
Lama might proceed to Taiwan and there interview General 
Chiang Kai-shek, but it would be difficult for him to return 
to India after such an action which would be universally 
regarded as having political significance. Moreover, to hope 
for his country’s independence is one thing and to lend his 
countenance to a general movement to unseat the Red re- 


gime in Peiping quite another. 


The future of Tibet must rest for the time being in 
Red Chinese hands, we fear, but if harsh methods are em- 
ployed, the Tibetan people may again attempt to break 
away as soon as an opportunity affords. 

The people of Tibet form a distinct nationality and, as 
long as that is the case, they will feel they have a claim 
for self-government. The greatest threat to their existence 
is perhaps the influx of Chinese colonists whose presence 
may eventually change the whole character of the popula- 
tion and render the Tibetans a small minority in their own 
land. We may be sure, however, that they will put up a 

and 


hard struggle to retain their individuality 
language, customs and traditions. 


Meanwhile, all the countries of Asia have taken note 
that the threat of destruction for this small but ancient na- 
tion comes not from Western imperialism but from that 


vicious new 


imperialism—Communist totalitarianism. 


Those who have been inclined to see good in Communist 
China's conduct are likely to revise their opinions in a 
direction which will not please Peiping. 


The treatment of Tibet by Red China can only be com- 
pared to that meted out to the three Baltic States by Soviet 
Russia in 1940 when their independence was destroyed and 
they were swallowed up by their giant neighbor. It is just 
one more proof that the Communists in preaching the doc- 
trine of anticolonialism are no more sincere than when they 
are speaking of the liberation of the workers. 

Red Chinese Premier Chou En-lai looks upon the revolt 
of the Tibetans as a good opportunity to press communism 
there, and has said so in direct and unmistakable terms, 
but he may find that in doing so he will alienate public 
opinion throughout Asia more effectively than could have 
been done by anything else. Together with the rest of the 
world, the nations of Asia will realize that the independence 
of small countries only whets an insatiable desire for con- 
quest on the part of the Reds. a

WASHINGTON—A great chal- 

to American statesman- 
ship, lying even beyond all Ber- 
lin crisis solutions, is rising 
into distant view.

And it is increas 
ingly clear that Allied unity 
cannot be long maintained 
without revolutionary changes 
in Western world trade policies.

The United States is alone in 
its 100 per cent devotion to re- 
unification of Germany as the 
absolute, top “must.” This is 
conceded in official quarters 
here. (We are so adamant be- 
cause we believe that without 
reunification sooner or later the 
big war will come). 

True, the West Germans are 
for reunification—but really 
only for a kind. They have no 
wish to be dumped into a com- 
mon German sea in which East
